Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  1919. 

The  great  increase  in  the  work  of  the  office  caused  me  to 
apply  in  January  for  release  from  Army  work  as  soon  as  possible. 
In  accordance  with  my  application  I was  released  in  March.  I have 
since  found  it  necessary  to  devote  practically  the  whole  of  my  time 
to  the  combined  duties  of  M.O.H.  and  S.M.O. 

Further  efforts  have  been  made  to  secure  a “pure  milk 
supply.’’  As  only  part  of  the  supply  comes  from  within  the  Borough, 
it  is  obvious  that  no  real  success  could  be  obtained  without  the  co- 
operation of  the  adjoining  authorities.  I regret  that  the  efforts  made 
to  secure  this  co-operation  have  so  far  not  been  successful. 

A scheme  for  Child  Welfare,  District  and  Maternity  Nursing 
has  been  started,  with  a centre  at  Amherst  Road.  Considerable 
progress  has  been  made,  and  the  movement  promises  well. 

The  “ Housing  Needs  ” of  the  district  have  been  carefully 
investigated,  and  I have  personally  inspected  a large  proportion  of 
the  area  occupied  by  the  working  class.  The  figures  will  be  found 
in  the  report.  The  chief  difficulties  in  dealing  with  the  question 
saisfactorily  are  ; — 

1.  The  increased  rentals  which  have  been  aggravated  by 
increased  assessments.  This  must  inevitably  largely  reduce  the 
number  of  houses  available. 

/ 

2.  The  overcrowding  produced  by  sub-letting  part  of  the 
house.  As  there  are  not  enough  houses  to  go  round,  this  cannot  be 
avoided.

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Natural  and  Social  Conditions  of  the  District. 


Population,  &c. 

The  area  of  the  District  is  8,013  acres.  There  are  521  acres  of 
foreshore,  and  1 1 acres  of  inland  water.  1 he  Borough  is  situated 
partly  on  the  sea  front  and  partly  on  gentle  slopes  rising  behind  to 
150  feet  above  sea  level.  It  is  thus  open  throughout  its  whole  extent 
to  the  sea  breezes  from  the  south  and  west  but  is  partly  protected 
on  the  north  and  east.  Owing  to  the  fact  that  the  North  Sea  and 
Channel  tides  meet  in  its  vicinity  the  climate  partakes  of  the 
advantages  of  the  winds  brought  by  both,  and  is  mild,  bracing,  and, 
from  the  number  of  open  spaces,  airy. 

There  are  no  manufactories  or  occupation  especially  injurious 
to  health. 

The  character  of  the  population  is  residential,  with  a relatively 
large  number  of  hotels  and  apartment  houses.  There  are  also  a 
number  of  private  preparatory  schools.  The  houses  inhabited  by 
the  working  classes  are  mostly  of  modern  date  and  have  plenty  of 
air  space  around  them,  but  in  consequence  of  the  relatively  high 
rentals,  often  more  than  one  family  inhabit  the  same  house  in  flats 
or  otherwise.  During  the  War  in  consequence  of  many  of  the 
heads  of  families  having  enlisted  this  condition  has  tended  to  increase, 
and  since  their  return  conditions  have  become  much  worse. 

The  figures  of  population  as  given  by  Somerset  House  are  for — 
Death  rate  - - 16,384. 

Birth  rate  - - 17,067. 

The  census  returns  of  1911,  taken  early  in  the  year,  gave  a 
population  of  15,330,  including  6,065  males  and  9,265  females,  and 
composed  of  3,314  families  or  separate  occupiers,  a larger  number 
than  that  of  the  separate  houses  built  at  that  time. 


The  number  or  houses  erected  and  certified  as  fit  for  occupation 
during  the  year  was  8 making  a total  of  3,677  houses.

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  District. 


Water  Supply. 


The  town  generally  is  supplied  by  the  Bexhill  Water  and 
Gas  Company,  whose  mains  extend  to  the  adjoining  suburbs  of 
Little  Common  and  Cooden.  The  supply  is  constant  and  is 
obtained  from  springs  or  wells  at  Hazards  Green,  Sweet  Willow 
Wood,  and  Buckholt.  The  water  from  Hazards  Green,  after 
aerations  and  filtrations  on  the  spot,  is  pumped  into  the  high  level 
covered  reservoir  at  Ninfield.  The  water  derived  from  Sweet 
Willow  Wood  is  aerated  on  the  spot  and  thence  pumped  to  the 
Company’s  filter  beds  at  Wrestwood.  The  Buckholt  water  is  also 
pumped  to  the  Wrestwood  filter  beds  for  treatment. 


The  different  sources  of  supply  are  drawn  from  the  sandstone 
beneath  the  upper  clay  and  removed  from  any  possible  chance  of 
contamination. 

The  iron  contained  in  the  over-lying  clay  is  apparant  mostly  at 
the  Buckholt  source.  It  is  almost  entirely  removed  by  treatment. 
Its  presence  is  occasionally  shown  in  the  stagnant  circulation  of 
dead  ends. 

I am  informed  by  the  Company’s  Engineer  that  the  average 
daily  output  amounts  to  664,744  gallons. 

The  number  of  houses  in  Bexhill  supplied  by  the  Water 
Company  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  3,033,  and  of  hotels,  shops, 
stables,  &c.,  202. 

The  number  of  houses  to  which  the  Water  Company’s  water 
was  laid  on  during  the  year  was  15. 

The  hamlet  of  Norman’s  Bay,  which  used  to  be  known  as 
Pevensey  Sluice,  is  outside  the  area  of  the  Town  supply,  most 
of  the  houses  have  rain  water  cisterns,  and  there  is  a supply  of 
water  drawn  from  the  river  Haven,  which  is  passed  through  a 
shingle  and  sand  filter  into  a storage  tank  whence  the  inhabitants 
can  obtain  it  by  means  of  a pump  fixed  over  the  tank.

RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

The  only  stream  in  the  Urban  part  of  the  Borough  leads  from 
a Chalybeate  Spring  to  ornamental  waters  in  Egerton  Park. 

A nuisance  used  to  result  from  back  flow  of  sewer  when  over 
full,  and  steps  have  been  taken  to  prevent  the  recurrence. 
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Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

The  Sewerage  System  of  the  Borough  is  a combined  gravitation 
system  with  storage  tanks  and  outfall  into  the  sea  near  the  eastern 
boundary  of  the  Borough. 

The  sewerage  is  discharged  on  the  flood-tide  and  taken  out  into 
Channel  every  12  hours. 

In  the  outlying  district  of  Little  Common,  owing  to  the  con- 
figuration of  the  district,  the  sewerage  is  lifted  from  a low  level  into 
the  gravitation  mains.  Provision  is  made  for  dea^g  with  excessive 
rainfalls  by  storm-water  overflows  on  the  main  trmik  sewers. 

The  system  is  satisfactory  and  well  maintained.  Ventilation  is 
provided  by  upcast  shafts  distributed  over  the  general  system. 

With  the  exception  of  a length  of  250  yards  in  Coiiington  Lane, 
no  extension  to  the  system  has  been  made  during  the  year. 


Scavenging. 

House  Refuse  is  removed  weekly,  and  more  often  if  necessary 
and  buried  in  a low  lying  suburb,  where  it  is  covered  in  with  earth. 
The  Corporation  have  for  some  years  been  under  contract  to  reclaim 
this  area  for  future  use  as  an  open  space.  This  work  is  now 
approaching  completion. 


Ashbins. 

Where  necessary,  a printed  notice  has  been  served  under  the 
Public  Health  Act,  1875,  to  provide  a sufficient  ashpit,  etc.  A note 
is  added  to  this  that  “ a movable  galvanised  covered  dustbin  is 
preferable.”  As  the  latter  means  less  expense  to  the  owner  it  is 
provided.  The  result  is  that  there  is  an  ample  supply  of  movable 
covered  dustbins. 


Closet  Accommodation. 

All  houses  within  the  legal  distance  of  sewer  are  connected,  and 
have  water  closets  of  good  pattern. 

The  Sewerage  System  is  gradually  being  extended  to  include 
the  outlying  parts  where  practicable. 

During  the  year  2 premises  have  been  connected. 

In  the  Rural  parts,  beyond  the  reach  of  the  sewerage  systen 
about  34  earth  closets  are  in  use.  ^ 
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Sanitary  Inspection  of  District. 

Premises  which  can  be  controlled  by  Byelaws  or  Regulations. 

The  need  for  fixing  minimum  air  space  has  been  evident  as  there 
is  at  present  no  Byelaw  applicable.  This  part  at  least,  of  the  Model 
Byelaws,  Series  XIIIb,  should  be  adopted. 

The  Sanitary  Condition  of  the  Elementary  Schools  has  been 
made  the  subject  of  a special  inspection  during  the  year. 

The  drains  and  other  repairs  have  been  put  right  at  St.  Mark’s 
School,  Dilapidations  to  closets  and  yard  have  been  repaired  at 
The  Down  Council  Schools.  Matters  affecting  the  sanitary  upkeep 
have  been  dealt  with  at  the  other  Schools. 

With  the  exception  of  the  small  School  at  Norman’s  Bay,  which 
is  beyond  the  area  of  supply,  all  the  Schools  have  the  Company’s 
Water  laid  on. 

The  action  taken  to  prevent  the  spread  of  infectious  disease  will 
be  found  in  the  Schools’  Report. 

In  January,  1918,  arrangements  were  made  by  the  Local  Food 
Control  Committee  and  the  Master  Butchers,  and  a Pool  formed  to 
afford  facilities  for  slaughtering  and  distribution  of  both  English  and 
Foreign  meat. 

^ The  whole  of  the  home  killed  supply  of  meat  has  been 
slaughtered  at  premises  situate  in  the  Old  Town. 

Owing  to  the  saving  of  labour,  the  same  arrangements  have 
continued  during  the  past  year, 

'I'he  premises  have  been  kept  clean  and  satisfactory,  from  a 
health  point  of  view. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  1918,  a Bakers’  Pool  was  formed, 
and  it  was  then  arranged  that  the  whole  bread  for  the  district  should 
be  manufactured  from  three  centres.  At  the  end  of  1919  this 
arrangement  was  still  in  existence. 

During  the  year  one  of  the  bakehouses,  situate  in  St.  Leonards 
Road,  was  burnt  out,  and  in  consequence  other  premises  were  brought 
into  use. 

The  premises  referred  to  have  been  reconstructed  and, 
considerably  enlarged  and  improved  as  regards  light  and  ventilation 
also  new  ovens  and  other  up-to-date  machinery  has  been  installed. 

Milk  Supply. 

At  intervals  during  the  year,  the  Cowsheds,  Dairies,  and  Milk 
Shops  have  been  inspected,  and  in  certain  cases  it  was  necessary  to 
serve  notices  on  the  occupiers  to  cleanse  and  whitewash,  or  to 
remedy  other  defects.

One  case,  a resident  returning  from  Canada,  was  reported  by  the 
Liverpool  Port  Sanitary  Authority. 

Four  discharged  Soldiers  were  notified,  and  Sanatorium  treat- 
ment secured. 

The  majority  of  the  visitors  notified  were  sent  by  Salvation 
Army  from  London.  Sanatorium  treatment  was  obtained  for  three 
of  these. 

The  Dispensary  opened  in  New  Road  on  Thursday  afternoons, 
under  the  direct  control  of  the  County  Council,  has  proved  a success, 
and  efforts  have  been  made  to  enlist  the  co-operation  of  the  Doctors 
of  the  Town. 

The  School  Clinic  has  given  many  opportunities  for  finding  out 
early  cases,  contacts,  etc. 
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Infectious  Diseases 

The  Infectious  Diseases  Prevention  Act,  1889,  and  Notification 
Act,  1890,  are  both  in  force  requiring  the  Notification  of  Small 
Pox,  Cholera,  Diphtheria,  Membraneous  Croup,  Erysipelas, 
Scarlatina,  Scarlet  Fever,  and  the  following  fevers : —Typhus, 
Typhoid  or  Enteric,  Relapsing,  Continued,  or  Puerperal.  To  these 
Acute  Polio-Myelitis  and  Cerebro  Spinal  Fever  were  added  in  1912, 
and  Measles  and  Rotheln  in  1892.  Acute  Encephalitis  Lethargica 
in  1918.  Measles  and  Rotheln  were  made  notifiable  during  1917 
as  far  as  the  first  case  in  each  house  is  concerned. 


There  were  37  throat  swabs  sent  for  examination  by  the 
Clinical  Research  Association  for  the  Diphtheria  {Klebs  Locffler) 
Bacillus  at  the  expense  of  the  Council. 


Eleven  were  sent  from  the  Hospital  to  establish  freedom 
from  infectivity  before  discharge,  i proved  positive  and  10  negative. 
As  a routine  method,  swabs  are  sent  up  for  examination  in 
all  cases  of  suspected  Diphtheria  at  the  Council’s  expense  in 

necessitous  cases  before  notification. 

«■ 

The  cost  of  the  examination  was  paid  by  the  Council. 


During  the  year  126  cases  of  notifiable  Diseases  were  notified 
at  a cost  of  ^5  2s.  od.

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Epidemic  Influenza. 

The  Epidemic  of  the  previous  autumn  reappeared  in  the  spring 
to  a slighter  extent.  Eight  deaths  of  residents  were  recorded  and 
one  visitor,  who  contracted  the  disease  elsewhere.

Dispensary. 

Report  for  Nine  Months  ending  31st  December,  1919. 

(a)  Minor  Ailment  Clinic. 

I 

This  Clinic  has  been  utilised  by  the  Local  Education 
Authority  for  operations  for  removal  of  tonsils  and  adenoids 
on  children  of  school  age,  a local  Surgeon  being  engaged  and 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  acting  as  anaethetist.  During  the 
period  ending  31st  December,  42  operations  were  performed, 
all  of  which  were  quite  successful. 

There  has  been  one  operation  for  removal  of  tonsils  in 
connection  with  the  Child  Welfare  Centre. 

(b)  Dental  Clinic. 

The  Dental  Clinic  for  Expectant  and  Nursing  Mothers  and 
Children  under  5 years  of  age  was  opened  on  the  24th  September, 
1919.  A few  mothers  have  attended,  out  of  which  2 have  been 
fitted  with  artificial  teeth.  They  have  much  appreci.ated  the 
Clinic,  and  have  readily  paid  the  charges  for  the  treatment 
received. 

(c)  Mothercraft  Centre. 

The  number  of  members  has  increased  from  39  to  79,  giving 
an  average  attendance  throughout  the  period  of  30  mothers  and 
31  children. 
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Weekly  meetings  are  held,  at  which  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  and  2 or  more  Nurses  are  in  attendance  for  Medical 
Inspection  of  Toddlers,  Weighing  of  Babies,  and  Ante-Natal 
work.  In  addition,  lectures  on  home  nursing  and  all  matters 
pertaining  to  the  health  aud  well-being  of  children  are  arranged. 

In  connection  with  this  branch  of  the  work  there  is  a small 
dispensary,  w'hich  enables  the  mothers  to  obtain  medical 
preparations  at  a low  cost. 

On  the  whole,  the  work  of  the  Bexhill  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare  Centre  for  the  9 months  under  review  may  be  considered 
most  satisfactory  and  encouraging,  and  a development  of  its  activities 
is  to  be  expected  in  the  future. 

There  is  still  work  remaining  to  be  done  in  controlling  the 
methods  of  dealing  with  unmarried  mothers  deprived  of  a home  by 
their  own  parents. 

It  is  clearly  advisable  that  the  inspection  of  the  homes  of 
Foster  Mothers  should  closely  co-ordinate  with  the  Welfare  Centre.

Small  Pox. 

An  agreement  has  been  entered  into  with  the  Hastings  Corpor- 
ation for  retaining  certain  beds  for  the  reception  and  maintenance, 
in  their  Small  Pox  Hospital  at  Brede,  of  any  cases  which  may 
occur  in  this  district. 
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Isolation  Hospital. 

This  consists  of  : — Firstly,  an  observation  block  of  4 beds  erected 
on  approved  plans. 

. Secondly,  a corrugated  iron  building,  with  two  wards  of  5 beds 
each  for  Scarlet  Fever  cases. 

Thirdly,  another  building  of  the  same  style,  with  two  wards  of 
3 beds  each. 

Fourthly,  a group  of  3 Berthon  Huts,  one  being  used  as  the 
Matron’s  sitting  room  and  dining  room,  the  other  two  having  4 beds. 

There  is  a small  brick  building  connected  to  the  centre  hut  by 
a covered  way  which  contains  kitchen,  maid’s  bedroom,  and  larder. 
A small  lean-to  wash-house  is  attached  The  drainage  is  by  a system 
of  septic  tanks,  well  to  the  rear  of  the  premises. 

During  the  year  18  cases  were  admitted,  15  of  which  were 
residents  and  3 were  visitors.  Eight  cases  were  still  under  treatment 
at  end  of  year.

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An  estimate  was  arrived  at  that  at  least  loo  houses  were  required 
for  the  wants  of  the  District. 

Two  open  and,  from  the  health  point  of  view,  desirable  sites 
have  been  selected  and  approved. 

It  has  been  found  that  the  practice  exists  of  overcrowding  many 
houses  in  order  to  let  one  or  more  rooms  during  the  letting  season. 
This  practice  should  be  discouraged,  and  in  the  case  of  any  houses 
being  built  by  the  Public  Authority,  and  let  below  an  economic  rent, 
special  forms  of  agreement  should  be  required  to  prevent  their  being 
used  as  “ subsidised  lodging  houses.” 

Owing  to  the  stoppage  of  building  caused  by  the  War,  the 
Housing  Question  is  affecting  the  middle-class  population  badly. 
Many,  whose  work  lies  in  Bexhill,  have  to  live  outside  and  others, 
driven  by  increased  assessments,  are  buying  smaller  houses,  and 
thereby  making  the  conditions  still  worse  for  the  working  class.

I present  herewith  Annual  Report  as  required  by  the  Board 
of  Education. 


SCHOOL  BUILDINGS. 

There  are  now  7 Schools,  including  13  departments. 

Accommodation  (at  end  of  1919),  2,127. 

Average  number  on  Registers,  1,534. 

Average  attendance,  1,346. 

Percentage  of  Attendance,  88. 

The  Education  Rate  for  the  year  ending  31st  March,  1919, 
was  slightly  under  is.  2d.  in  the  £. 

It  is  a matter  for  regret  that,  probably  owing  to  labour  diffi- 
culties, the  promised  improvements  to  St.  Peter’s  Boys’  School  have 
not  yet  been  started.  Both  on  the  score  of  ventilation  and  over- 
crowding, any  further  delay  is  to  be  deprecated. 

Probably  owing  to  the  same  cause  the  proposed  alterations  to 
St.  Marks’  School  have  not  been  carried  out. 

EPIDEMICS. 

Largely  owing  to  the  increased  and  systematic  inspection  at  the 
Medical  Clinic,  the  number  of  infectious  cases  has  been  much  reduced. 
The  epidemic  of  Influenza,  which  had  been  widespread  during  the 
previous  autumn,  did  not  reappear.  The  following  cases  were  notified  : 
Measles  10  cases.  Diphtheria  8 cases.  Scarlatina  4 cases. 

Whooping  Cough — 10  definite  cases  were  found.  All  of  these 
were  attending  St.  Barnabas  ’ Infant  School.  The  first  case  appears 
to  have  been  a child  who  brought  the  infection  from  London,  and 
attended  the  school  while  ‘still  infectious.  Unfortunately  the  disease 
was  not  at  once  reported. 

SCHOOL  CLOSURES. 

The  Down  Infant  School  was  closed  from  January  i8th  to  27th, 
owing  to  the  children  suSering  from  general  debility,  the  result  of  the 
Influenza  of  the  previous  autumn.  Many  had  enlarged  glands. 

St.  Barnabas’  Infant  School  was  closed  on  December  nth,  for 
three  weeks,  on  account  of  the  cases  of  Whooping  Cough  as  above. 

GENERAL  SANITARY  CONDITION. 

On  my  release  from  Army  Sanitary  Work  in  March,  I at  once 
proceeded  to  inspect  all  the  School  buildings,  both  as  to  cleanliness 
and  drainage  conditions.  With  the  exception  of  The  Down  Schools, 
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where  the  conditions  of  cleanliness  have  been  satisfactory,  the 
conditions  of  dust  and  dirt  found  called  for  more  energy  on  the  part 
of  the  caretakers. 

At  the  Down  Schools  numerous  defects  in  Closets  and  drainage, 
the  result  of  Army  misuse  while  troops  were  quartered  there.  Ihese 
have  been  rectified. 

At  St.  Mark’s  School  several  defects  in  closets  and  drains 
were  found.  .Notice  to  amend  such  was  sent,  and  has  received 
attention. 


BACKWARD  AND  MENTALLY  DEFICIENT  CHILDREN. 

As  proposed  in  last  year’s  report,  a special  class  has  been 
started  at  The  Down  School,  under  a teacher  appointed  for  that 
purpose. 

On  her  arrival  during  the  Summer  session,  she  accompanied 
me  on  a special  inspection,  which  I made  to  all  the  scliools  with  the 
object  of  selecting  children  who  required  special  instruction. 

It  was  felt,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  nearl}'  all  of  the  selected 
children  were  not  really  " mentally  deficient  within  the  meaning  of 
the  Act,  that  it  was  unwise  to  label  the  class  with  the  stigma  of 
that  description,  which  might  be  brought  up  against  them  in  after 
life.  Unfortunately  many  of  the  school  teachers  are  inclined  to  call 
every  child  who  does  not,  on  entrance,  at  once  come  up  to  the 
standard,  mentally  defective,  and  valuable  time  is  thereby  lost. 

The  class  was  started  on  June  30th,  and  has  comprised  17 
children,  of  ages  from  8 to  13  years.  The  instruction  has  been  on 
Montessori  lines,  and  has  included  weaving,  canvas-work,  bast-winding, 
knitting,  paper  folding  and  cutting,  and  needlework. 

These  subjects,  though  useful  as  a preliminary,  require  to  be 
supplemented  by  others  of  greater  use  in  after  life,  such  as  :■ — 
Boot  mending  and  making.  Tin  Work,  Gardening.  It  would  be  of 
great  service  if  allotments  could  be  provided,  and  instruction  given 
in  practical  gardening. 

The  disadvantage  of  only  having  a single  room  was  shown  by 
the  trouble  in  maintaining  discipline.  On  this  account  an  assistant 
supplementary  teacher  was  appointed  on  November  3rd. 

Two  children  were  operated  on  for  enlarged  tonsils  and  adenoids 
with  satisfactory  results. 


SCHOOL  NURSE. 

Nurse  Dudley,  who  had  done  useful  work  here,  left  at  end  of 
April.  Nurse  Sheriff  took  over  the  duties  on  May  ist,’  and  has  ”iven 
great  assistance  in  remodelling  and  raising  the  standard  of  the  work 
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SCHOOL  CLINICS. 

The  Dental  Clinic,  under  Mr.  Bradnana,  whose  report  is 
annexed,  has  continued  its  useful  work.  The  last  year  has  established 
a record  of  efficiency,  both  as  to  numbers  and  character  of  work 
done. 


During  the  last  few  years,  owing  to  the  claims  of  Army  work, 
I was  unable  to  give  as  much  personal  attention  as  I should  have 
wished,  to  the  Medical  Clinic.  On  my  release  from  the  Army,  I 
reorganised  the  Clinic,  which  continued  to  be  held  at  The  Down 
School,  with  the  following  increased  scope  : — 

1.  Prevention  of  disease,  and  early  recognition  of  suspicious 
cases.  By  this  means  epidemics  have  been  averted. 

2.  The  continued  observation  of  cases  of  impaired  nutrition, 
and  suspected  tubercular  tendencies.  Where  thought  advisable  the 
latter  have  been  referred  to  the  Tuberculosis  Officer. 

3.  To  establish  the  system  that  the  fitness  of  a child  to 
attend  school  should  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  S.M.O.,  or  if  the 
child  be  unfit  to  attend  Clinic,  a certificate  should  be  produced,  given 
by  the  Doctor  in  attendance.  Parents  have  been  invited  to  attend 
with  their  children,  and  so  far  the  system  has  resulted  in  a much 
larger  percentage  of  attendance. 

4.  The  treatment  of  minor  cases,  which  would  not  probably 
have  been  considered  bad  enough  to  have  required  treatment  at  the 
expense  of  the  parents. 

A very  large  percentage  of  the  children  were  found  to  be  below 
the  average  weight,  and  for  the  most  pronounced  of  these  arrangements 
were  made  for  the  giving  of  Virol  by  the  teachers,  the  parents  paying 
a small  sum  which  nearly  represented  the  cost.  This  has  been  popular 
with  the  parents,  and  has  worked  well. 

In  5 cases  of  suspected  tubercular  tendency  an  allowance  of 
extra  milk  was  granted. 

Since  May  ist  192  children  have  been  treated,  with  2,000 
attendances. 


WORK  DONE  BY  SCHOOL  CLINIC. 

Skin  Diseases. — Scabies,  Herpes  Lostu,  Impetigo,  Ringworm, 
Eczema.  A very  large  percentage  of  total  cases  treated. 

Chest  Cases. — 6 children  found  with  Tubercular  tendencies.  Of 
these  5 were  referred  to  Tuberculosis  Dispensary. 

Glands. — I.s  cases  of  simple  character,  and  8 of  Tubercular 

origin. 
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Otorrhoea. — All  cases  found  were  treated,  and  if  internal  ear 
trouble  was  suspected,  referred  to  East  Sussex  Hospital. 


Abdominal. — 6 cases,  including  two  cases  of  Hernia,  for  one  of 
which  operation  was  secured,  and  for  the  other  a truss. 

Accidents. — 4 Scalds,  i Fractured  Bone  in  hand,  13  wounds. 


Goitre. — 3 cases,  all  with  successful  results. 


Tonsils  and  Adenoids. — 16  cases,  between  years  for  inspection, 
which  were  discovered  suffering  from  throat  or  nasal  obstruction,  were 
.successfully  operated  on  at  the  Welfare  Centre,  23  Amherst  Road,  in 
addition  to  26  out  of  the  35  children  found  so  suffering  at  the  Routine 
Inspection.  All  of  these  42  cases  were  followed  up  by  the  School 
Nurse  until  fit  to  re-attend  school.  The  parents  welcomed  the  opening 
of  the  Centre  as  a great  improvement  over  the  previous  system  of 
taking  the  children  to  Hastings  Hospital  as  out-patients.  The  School 
Nurse  has  also  paid  522  Home  Visits  since  May  ist. 


Tuberculosis. — One  child  was  notified,  admitted  to  Sanatorium, 
and  discharged  so  much  impioved  as  to  b2  able  to  re-attend  school. 


Convalescent  Homes. — One  girl  was  sent  for  6 weeks  with  good 
results.

DETAILS  OF  THE  EXAMINATION. 

Clothing  and  Footgear. — 91  per  cent,  cases  noted  as  good, 
9 per  cent,  as  average. 

Height,  Weight  and  Nutrition  . — The  standard  adopted  by  the 
Anthro  pometrical  Committee  of  The  British  Association,  has  again 
been  taken.  A very  large  percentage,  especially  of  the  younger 
children,  was  found  below  standard,  probably  owing  to  the  diatetic 
deficiencies  of  the  war  and  illness.

Tonsils  were  found  enlarged  in  27  cases,  and  slightly  enlarged 
in  43  cases. 
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Adenoids. — Generally  in  conjunction  with  above  were  found  in 
33  cases.  Of  these  26  cases  were  operated  on  at  the  Centre,  with  the 
parents’  consent,  with  most  satisfactory  results. 


Submaxillary  and  Cervical  Glands. — 13  per  cent,  found  slightly 
enlarged,  2 per  cent,  enlarged. 


External  Eye  Disease. — 29  cases,  or  7 per  cent,  were  noted 
These  included  Strabismus  ig  cases  ; Blepharitis  5 ; Conjunctivitis  3 : 
Threatening  Corneal  Ulcef  2. 


Vision  was  noted  as  below  normal  in  6 cases,  4 of  whodi  were 
recommended  for  examination  for  glasses. 

Ear  Disease. — n cases  were  noted,  including  4 cases  of 
Otorrhoea,  and  2 of  defective  hearing. 

Speech.^ — 98  per  cent,  found  distinct,  8 cases  of  impediment, 
generally  due  to  high  arch  palate,  were  found. 

Mental  Condition. — 94  per  cent,  were  found  bright ; i per  cent, 
fair  ; 3 per  cent,  dull  ; and  2 per  cent,  backward. 

Heart  and  Circulation. — Some  disturbance  of  circulation  was 
found  in  16  cases,  including  8 cases  of  Bruit,  more  or  less  pronounced, 
the  majority  being  probably  developmental  nervous  Tachycardia 
6 cases,  Renal  Heart  i,  Weak  Action  2. 

Lungs. — Some  departure  from  normal  was  found  in  16  cases. 
Among  which  were  noticed  Asthma,  Bronchial  Catarrh,  and  tendency 
to  Croup.  All  such  were  referred  to  Medical  Clinic  for  further 
observation,  &c. 

Nervous. — 40  cases  were  noted,  among  which  were  : Fits  i. 
History  of  Fits  3,  Headaches  9. 

Tuberculosis. — A tendency  was  noted  in  ii  cases,  which  were 
referred  to  School  Clinic  for  further  observation,  treatment  and 
reference  to  Tuberculosis  Officer  if  necessary. 


Deformities  were  noted  in  2 cases,  effects  of  Old  Infantile 
Paralysis  i.  Flat  Feet  i. 

Other  Diseases  and  Defects  were  found  in  44  cases,  generally 
of  a slight  character,  and  were  dealt  with  at  the  Clinic.  Among  them 
may  be  noticed  Goitre  5,  Eczema  4,  Hernia  3,  Ringworm  2, 
Nephritis  2,  Anaemia  7,  Glandular  Ab.scess  i,  Thread  Worms  4’ 
Dyspepsia  and  Onychia.

Firstly, 
a considerable  amount  of  back  work  had  to  be  completed,  especiadly 
“ gas  ’ ’ cases. 


Secondly,  urgent  cases  were  taken  from  the  Medical  Inspection 
of  all  the  schools. 


The  work  is  now  practically  " up-to-date,”  and  examinations 
will  take  place  more  frequently. 

Thanks  are  especially  due  to  Dr.  Weston,  who  has  helped  to 
complete  the  “ gas  ” cases,  and  to  Nurse  Sheriff,  not  only  for  her 
visits  to  the  parents,  but  also  for  her  care  with  the  children,  which  is 
a great  help  with  the  work.
